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SELECTMEN’S REPORT - 2004 


Wolfgang Millbrandt completed 20 years of service to the Town of Mason as a Selectman. We 
thank him for his hard work and devoted service. We welcome Mark Richardson as the new 
Selectman. 


The withdrawal program from the Mascenic School District continued through 2004. Joseph 
McGuire was appointed coordinator of the Mascenic Education Affiliation Committee. Wolfgang 
Millbrandt was appointed coordinator of the Mason School Review Committee. 


Three hearings were held during the year. The first one was to establish a commercial zone on 
both sides of Route 31 and 2500 feet on both sides of the northwest section of Route 124. The 
idea was not well received by the citizens in attendance. Therefore no action was taken. The 
second hearing was for no parking on either side of Scripts Lane, from Brookline Road to 
Meetinghouse Hill Road. An ordinance was so established which we hope will reduce lawless 
behavior and prevent the dumping of trash which ahas been a major problem. The third hearing 
was the use of wheeled off highway recreational vehicles within the Town of Mason. An 
ordinance was established which states that no wheeled OHRV shall operate on town property 
except snowmobiles. Time for operation is 9:00 AM to 9:00 PM on the Railroad Trail. 


There will be a continuation of the revaluation process. Richard Rockwood, town appraiser, will 
update one third of the town each year for the next three years. The annual pickup work will 
also continue each year. This program is an effort to keep the town’s equalization ratio at 90 to 
100%, which is required by the Department of Revenue Administration. 


The semi-annual vs. annual tax payments resulted in maintaining the annual tax due to a low 
response to the semi-annual proposal. 


We were saddened by the loss of three very special citizens. Charles “Woodie” Fifield served 
on many committees, including the Fire Department and Mascenic School Committee. He had 
begun the process of placing over 500 acres of his land in Conservation Easement for the 
enjoyment of all in Mason. His sons will continue the project to ensure the land will remain open 
in perpetuity. Bronson Potter was also active as Selectman and on the Fire Department. 
Although more reserved than others, Bronson will be remembered for his great intelligence, 
inventiveness and conservation. James Rowse also served the town in a variety of ways from 
the town government to his strong historical interests. Mr. Rowse will always be remembered 
for his generosity in donating the Mann House for our town offices. These three gentlemen will 
be greatly missed. 


The Selectmen's office is constantly being upgraded and improved with new filing systems and 
software, etc. We thank Katie Greenwood, our “summer help” for her great efforts in 
reorganizing the files. We also thank our Administrative Assistant Barbara Milkovits for all her 
efficient work throughout the year. Thanks go to all town employees and department heads for 
keeping the town running smoothly.

Amend Article XVI Subsection B.2 by replacing the existing heading of this subsection with 
Delineation of Wetlands and replacing the existing language of the subsection to require 
that wetlands be delineated on a site specific basis by a soil or wetland scientist certified by 
the State of New Hampshire in accordance with the Corps of Engineers Wetlands 
Delineation Manual Technical Report Y-87-1, Environmental Laboratory, Department of the 
Army, 1987; A certified soil or wetlands scientist determination is not required for minimum 
impact projects unless they are part of a subdivision;

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MASON HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


WW: continued to upgrade our fleet in 2004 by purchasing another used dump truck / 
if] sander. This 1988 heavy-duty truck replaces a 1977 medium duty truck that was 
rusted out to the point of being unsafe. Our crack mechanical staff made some 
minor repairs, and painted this new truck to match our fleet. They also installed the hydraulic 


system to run the dump body and sander. We will continue to try to upgrade our fleet, as the 
average age (of the fleet) is approximately 22 years old. 


This year we upgraded our radios for better communications, by installing new modern radios and 
changing frequencies to a less congested one. These radios are very important in our day to day 
operations, as well as winter operations. They allow us to remain in contact with our people for 
changes in plans, emergencies, and in the case of breakdowns to call for assistance. They also 
allow for communications with our dispatch center. 


In the past we had hired a contractor to crush our gravel for the roads once a year. Because of 
changes in his business, he needs to use a larger crusher and produce more material in a shorter 
amount of time. We plan to crush about every three years to keep our supply up at present levels. 
To fund this, we have changed from a line item to a warrant article to deposit the same amount of 
money yearly into an expendable trust fund for this purpose. 


We have continued our roadside clean up projects as we have time. The Depot Road project ran 
into some large boulders that we are unable to move with our equipment. The Fletcher Granite 
Quarry has used their large loader at no cost to the town to move these as they have the time. We 
also started on the side of Brookline Road near the intersection of Depot Road removing the dirt 
embankment to aid in drainage and plowing. 


This spring we were drenched by several large rainstorms that washed out roads and damaged 
some culverts. We hauled and spread hundreds of yards of crushed gravel to repair these 
washouts and make the roads passable again. During the summer we replaced six culverts. Two 
were storm damage and the others were routine wear and tear. As there are several hundred of 
these culverts crossing town roads, replacement and cleaning is an ongoing project. 


Our paved road restoration project this year was the remainder of Greenville Road. We tried a 
different procedure where we trimmed the brush and ditching and hired Brox to do the paving with 
hot mix. We were able to complete the project for about the same amount of money. 


Many of you may have seen us working on the stable next to the Town Office. This building was 
used by the Highway department for storage and needed some repair work. We moved the 
building to the highway yard, and set it on a concrete pad and plan to repair it and continue to use 
it for storage. We were able to provide more room for parking for the Town Office and library. 


| would like to thank the people who make the Highway department function, the workers, and 
their families. Without these dedicated people, the department would cease to function. Thanks 
also to the Selectmen, the other town departments and to our Administrative Assistant, Barbara 
Milkovits.

uring 2004 the police department had personnel changes resulting in the hiring of two 
new fulltime officers. These officers are Steven Duval and Steven Willette. Both 
officers bring a great deal of knowledge and professionalism to the department. 





You will notice a warrant article on this year’s budget requesting funds for a feasibility study for a 
safety complex. This building will eventually house both the police and fire department. The 
current police department consists of two rooms in the upstairs of the Mann House that are 
smaller than closets in some homes in town. We are non-compliant on most requirements for a 
police department and we have completely run out of space for the storage of department 
equipment and evidence. | would welcome the public to come and visit if only we were able to 
ensure your Safety in the offices. We recently purchased two safes for the storage of evidence 
and have been forced to store them in different rooms out of fear that their combined weight may 
result in a rapid descent onto the first floor. Since one of them sits directly over Mrs. Charlotte 
Hastings’ office, | would not like to be the one to explain the crushing effect that a safe would have 
upon her famous typewriter that she refuses to give up. Please understand that this request 
would not be made if | did not feel that it was absolutely necessary and | believe that we have 
reached a point where it is. 


We saw an increase in heroin and cocaine related drug arrest in motor vehicles this year. The 
majority of these arrests took place on Pratt Pond Road, Wilton Road and Route 31. Route 31 is 
an obvious artery between Fitchburg, MA and the Manchester area. | believe that the reason for 
the back roads is that there are plenty of places to pull off of the road that are not well lit giving 
protection to the users. This issue is being aggressively targeted with a zero tolerance 
enforcement policy. Please use caution with finding foreign objects (i.e.: hypodermic needles, 
plastic baggies, balloons, etc.) on the sides of the roads as these objects may pose extreme 
health risks to people who may find them. If you encounter a vehicle in a suspicious location note 
the license plate if you are able to safely do so and call the dispatch center at 878-1111. 


In closing thank you as always for your support and recommendations, they make our job much 
easier. We at the police department would also like to wish Mrs. Hastings the best of luck in her 
retirement and we will miss her.

1 been a busy year for the Commission, with a mix of happy and sad events. 


S==lin the area of ongoing activities, Commission members continued to monitor easements and 
town conservation lands. (For those who don't know, the Commission is responsible for 
monitoring compliance with the conditions of easements for which it is the primary holder. A 
portion of our budget goes to this work.). Our monitoring responsibilities also include looking out 
for and mitigating wetland violations, and this year we dealt with two such situations. Finally, we’ve 
obtained a large cache of boundary marker signs to delineate the town’s conservation holdings. 
The attractive signs were designed by Marcia Osborn who, sadly for us, decided this year to move 
closer to her family, leaving us with a vacant spot on the Commission. Happily for us, that spot 
was quickly filled by Ann Moser whom we welcome as our newest member. (Bob D. is glad to 
finally be rid of the “junior member’ label.) 


The town’s conservation lands continued to grow this year. 45 additional acres on Darling Hill Rd. 
were placed under conservation easement through the selflessness of the d’Arbeloff family. The 
town also discontinued a portion of Mitchell Hill Rd., returning the effected land to abutters, both of 
which are conserved properties. 


With great sadness, we marked the passing of two prominent Mason residents, Woodie Fifield 


and Bronson Potter. Woodie’s spirit lives on in his sons Chip and Craig who graciously embraced 
Woodie’s wish to conserve his acreage off Black Brook Rd. and are continuing that effort. 
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Bronson loved the character of Mason and that love is reflected in his will that increases the 
town’s conservation lands by over 500 acres. Both men will long be remembered here; think of 
them as you stroll across the beautiful countryside they’ve protected for you forever. 


In the Fall, the commission had a visit from members of MANE, the Mason Area Neighborhood 
Equestrians. (We call them the “Horse Club” for short.) The club is eager to cooperate with the 
commission to maintain and repair rideable trails to the benefit of all trail users. Their first project, 
supported by funds donated by the Commission, will be to repair the Railroad Trail bridge over 
Black Brook. We'll also be working together to develop trail maps. 


And speaking of working together, several projects are underway in connection with ROST (the 
Regional Open Space Team, with members of Conservation Commissions from regional towns). 
That group has recently begun a trail-mapping project for the region. We've also been taking 
advantage of wildlife habitat maps and related data recently obtained free-of-charge from N.H. 
Fish & Game to identify wildlife corridors that cross town boundaries. This work will inform future 
conservation efforts. Finally, ROST hopes to make a bulk purchase (to reduce costs) of tree- 
identification signs that member towns can use for public education along nature trails, in parks, 
or in similar locations.

TOWN ELECTION MARCH 9, 2004 
TOWN MEETING MARCH 10, 2004 


The meeting was called to order by Moderator Catherine Schwenk. Polls were declared open at 
7:07 A.M. Checklist total was 829. Polls were closed at 8:09 P.M. after 590 had voted. This 
included 19 absentee voters. Checklist total was now 857.

1. The Town voted to amend the Town of Mason Planning and Zoning Ordinance, Article III, 
Section C to increase the minimum fee from $9.00 to $30.00. This was by Ballot. 285 yes, 
221 no. 


2. The Town voted to amend the Town of Mason Planning and Zoning Ordinance, under Fire 
and General Information, to increase the Oil Burner Permit inspection fee from $6.00 per 
inspection to $30.00, with $20.00 allocated to the inspector and $10.00 to the Town. This was 
by Ballot. 253 yes, 250 no. 


3. The Town voted to amend the Town of Mason Planning and Zoning Ordinance, Article III by 
adding a new subsection G. Section Title: “Requirements for a building permit on a lot 
without an existing dwelling”. Paragraph: “Prerequisites for Building Permit: 
permanent boundary markers on lot; proof of ownership of lot; state septic approval; 
driveway permit from NH Department of Transportation or Town Road Agent; building 
plans; copy of New Hampshire Plumber’s License; and copy of New Hampshire 
Electrician’s License”. This was by Ballot. 296 yes, 203 no. 


School Board results: C. Christopher Guiry 298 
Rachel Peterson 230 
Note was made that 75/25 school funding passed. 


The Town Meeting was called to order by Moderator Catherine Schwenk at 7:30 P.M. She 
reviewed the procedure we would follow. Note was made of the fire and emergency exits. Thanks 
were expressed to all who were involved in the election process. She introduced those who were 
sitting at the head table. 

_ Mrs.Schwenk acknowledged the 20 years of service by Wolfgang Millbrandt as a selectman. Mrs. 
_ Richards presented him with a plaque, followed by a standing ovation. Also, it was noted that 
Karen Chemello had retired as a Supervisor of the Checklist. 

A motion was made and seconded to waive the reading of the Warrant. 

Boy Scout Troop 264 presented the colors. Tom McGuire led us in the pledge of Allegiance. 


Corrections to the Town Report were as follows: On page 6, George Schwenk ‘s expiration should 
be 2006. On page 21, the Tax Rate is for 2004.0n page 24, replace “our” with “my” in the 
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Trustees of Trust Funds report. On page 3, add scholar after Senior Road. On page 17, it should 
read Warrant Articles 2004. 


Article 5. The Town voted to ratify and affirm the authority of the Selectmen to enter into that 
seven year lease agreement, for the purpose of leasing a fire tanker truck with equipment for the 
Fire Department, total cost of the new tanker will be One hundred ninety-two thousand five 
hundred seventy dollars ($192,570) and to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty-seven 
thousand five hundred ten dollars ($27,510) for the first year’s payment of the lease. This lease 
agreement contains a fiscal funding escape clause. 


A motion was made, seconded and passed to advance Articles 20, 21, and 22. 

Article 20. The Town voted to withdraw from the Mascenic Regional School District in accordance 
with RSA 195:25. This was by Ballot Vote. Polls were opened at 8:35 and closed at 8:42. 141 Yes 
and 34 no. 


A very long discussion was held on this article, before the vote. Questioned why it was necessary 
to vote again this year. Residents were very emotional about this subject. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to negotiate with the North 
Middlesex Regional School District and enter into an agreement enabling the tuitioning and 
transportation of Mason students in the grades of six through twelve to schools in said district. 


Considerable debate on this article preceded the vote. 

A motion was made, seconded and passed to replace “North Middlesex Regional” with “another”. 
Also added “ of six or eight” and “said agreement to be conditional on approval by the Mascenic 
Withdrawal Committee Plan”. 


Article 21. The Town voted to authorize the selectmen to negotiate with another School District 
and enter into an agreement enabling the tuitioning and transportation of Mason students in the 
grades of six or eight through twelve to schools in said district. Said agreement to be conditional 
on approval by the Mascenic Withdrawal Committee Plan’. 


Article 22. To see if there is a consensus in the Town of Mason for the following: 

¢ toraise and appropriate sufficient funds to cover the withdrawal costs from the Mascenic 
Regional School District, approximately $700,000 

@ to enlarge and modify the existing Mason Elementary School to accommodate kindergarten 
through grade five, approximately $380,000, (half to be funded from state new construction 
aid) 

¢ to tuition Mason students, grades six through twelve, to North Middlesex Regional School 
District at approximately $680,000, including transportation. 


A motion was made, seconded and passed to change the wording in paragraph 3 to read 
“another” and add “grades 6 or 8”. 

A lot of concern was expressed about the total costs and other items, for example salaries, which 
were not mentioned in this article. 


Article 22. There is a consensus in the Town of Mason for the following: 

¢ toraise and appropriate sufficient funds to cover the withdrawal costs from the Mascenic 
Regional School District, approximately $700,000 

¢ to enlarge and modify the existing Mason Elementary School to accommodate kindergarten 
through grade five, approximately $380,000, (half to be funded from state new construction 
aid) 
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¢ to tuition Mason students, grades six or eight through twelve, to another School District at 
approximately $680,000, including transportation. 

This consensus was by Ballot Vote. Polls were opened at 9:36 and closed at 9:45. 123 yes, 34 

no. 


The Town budget was reviewed page by page. 

Article 6. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of Nine hundred seventy-one 
thousand four hundred forty-four dollars ($971,444) which represents the operating budget. Said 
sum is exclusive of all Special or Individual Articles addressed. 


Article 7. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty-one thousand eight 
hundred thirty-six dollars ($21,836) for the second year’s payment of the lease for the Highway 
Department's dump truck as voted for at Town Meeting, March 2003. 

The vote was unanimous. 


Article 8. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirteen thousand seven hundred 
dollars ($13,700) for the balance of the cost of the revaluation of the town. 
A motion was made, seconded to amend that the payment to be contingent upon standards being 
made available at Mann House or by mail. The motion to amend was lost. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to ratify and affirm the authority of the Selectmen to enter 
into that three year lease agreement for the purpose of leasing and equipping a new four wheel 
drive vehicle for the Police Department, total cost of the new vehicle will be Twenty-eight thousand 
six hundred dollars ($28,600) and to see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
Nine thousand six hundred dollars ($9,600) for the first year’s payment of the lease, or take any 
other action relative thereto. 


A motion was made and seconded to change the total from $28,600.00 to $26,719.00. This 
amendment passed unanimously. 

A second motion was made and seconded to change the first year’s payment from $9,600.00 to 
$8,907.00. This motion passed unanimously. 


Article 9. The Town voted to ratify and affirm the authority of the Selectmen to enter into that 
three year lease agreement for the purpose of leasing and equipping a new four wheel drive 
vehicle for the Police Department, total cost of the new vehicle will be Twenty-six thousand seven 
hundred nineteen dollars ($26,719) and the Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of Eight 
thousand nine hundred seven dollars ($8,907) for the first year's payment of the lease. 

This was by Ballot Vote. Polls were opened at 10:50 to 10:59. 81 yes, 16 no. 


Article 10. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of Nine thousand five hundred 
dollars ($9,500) to re-side the fire station. 
The vote was unanimous. 


Article 11. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of Five thousand dollars ($5,000) to 
be added to the Highway Construction Capital Reserve Fund previously established. The vote was 


unanimous. 


Article 12. The Town voted to raise and appropriate the sum of Five hundred thirty-three dollars 
and thirty-four cents ($533.34) to be added to the Cemetery Land Improvement Trust Fund 
previously established and to authorize the use/transfer from December 31, 2003 Fund balance of 
that amount received from the 2003 sale of cemetery lots for this purpose. 

The vote was unanimous. 
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Article 13. The Town voted to discontinue the Town Reevaluation Capital Reserve Fund created 
in 1982. Said funds, with accumulated interest to date of withdrawal, are to be transferred to the 
municipality's general fund. 

The vote was unanimous. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to designate Darling Hill Road, Cascade Road and Old 
Ashby Road as Scenic Roads under the provisions of RSA 231:157 and 158 for the purpose of 
protecting the scenic beauty of these roads, or take any other action relative thereto. By petition 
of the Conservation Commission. 


A motion was made, seconded and passed to, after Cascade Road add “ the part of Old Ashby 
Road that runs from Merriam Hill Road to Cascade : 

Road. At the end add “Prior written consent (required in some situations) shall be by Selectmen 
pursuant to RSA 231:158. 

The amendment passed unanimously. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to designate Darling Hill Road, Cascade Road and the part 
of Old Ashby Road that runs from Merriam Hill Road to Cascade Road as Scenic Roads under 
the provisions of RSA 231:157 and 158 for the purpose of protecting the scenic beauty of these 
roads, or take any other action relative thereto. Prior written consent (required in some situations) 
shall be by Selectmen pursuant to RSA 231:158. By petition of the Conservation Commission. 


This article failed to pass by hand vote. 32 yes, 47 no. 


Article 15. The Town voted to discontinue absolutely Mitchell Hill Road as a public highway from 
the intersection with Black Brook Road to the power line crossing. 


Article 16. The Town adopted the provisions of RSA 72.35, I-a, Il and Ill for an optional tax credit 
for taxes due on residential property for service-connected total disability (total disability is defined 
as someone who has a permanent service-connected disability, or who is a double amputee or 
paraplegic because of a service-connected injury). The yearly amount of the optional tax credit 
for service-connected total disability for 2004 shall be $1,700. 


This was by hand vote. Yes 39, 22 no. 
Article 17. The Town adopted the provisions of RSA 72:28, Il, Ill, IV and V for an optional 
veterans’ tax credit for taxes due on residential property. The yearly amount of the optional 


veterans’ tax credit for 2004 shall be $300. 


Article 18. The Town voted to authorize the Selectmen and the Road Agent to sell or dispose of 
surplus equipment from the Highway Department. 


Article 19. The Town voted to authorize the Selectmen and the Fire Chief to sell or dispose of 
surplus equipment from the Fire Department. 
The vote was unanimous. 


The Meeting was adjourned at Sine Dai at 11:59 P.M.

Edward Wilson, father of Samuel Wilson (Uncle Sam) and his wife Lucy, moved to Troy, 
New York in 1804. He died there June 17, 1816 at the age of 82. His 
widow Lucy returned to Mason and lived out her remaining years with 
her son Captain Thomas Wilson and his family in the house on Valley 
Road. She died December 8, 1835, aged 97 years, and is buried in the 
cemetery near the Mason Congregational Church on Valley Road.
